The annual report of the Secretary of War for the 
present year is, taking it altogether, one of the most sen 
sible and satisfactory documents which has ever eman 
ated from headquarters. The Army will be especially 
pleased with what is said on the subject of reorgani- 
zation, and it should receive the prompt consideration 
and approval of Congress. Secretary Lamont says un 
der this head: 


I earnestly recommend that Congress enact the legislation 
necessary to establish in the Army the battalion formation, 
now adopted by the armies of every other civilized nation. 
As necessary to effect that change I recommend the removal 
of the limit of 25,000 men fixed by the act of June 18, 1874, 
and a return to the limit fixed by the act of July 15, 1870. 
Legislative approval of these two propositions will restore 
to the effective force about 4,000 enlisted men, bringing the 
actual strength of the Army up to the nominal strength now 
tixed by law. By these changes the Army will be increased 
in efticiency 20 per cent., in numbers about 16% per cent. 
and in cost of maintenance only about 6 per cent. 

In brief, it is proposed that two companies be added to 
each of the 25 infantry regiments, so that each shall consist 
of three battalions of four companies, and that two foot 
batteries be added to each of the five artillery regiments. No 
increase in the cavalry is proposed. 

The organization of the line of the Army has undergone 
no material change since the close of the civil war. During 
this period of 30 years every large foreign army has been 
completely reorganized. Changes and improvements in 
arms, amrounition, and equipments have forced upon the 
leading strategists and tacticians of the great armies of the 
world the necessity of a broad departure from the old sys- 
tems. All have adopted the battalion as the tactical unit 
for infantry and artillery serving as infantry, and nearly 
all the equivalent of the squadron as the cavalry unit. The 
light artillery battalion has a similar composition. Should 
our Army ever be brought into collision with disciplined for- 
eign troops, our present formation would prove so defective 
as to turn the seale against us in a conflict on terms other- 
wise equal. 

For some years the Secretaries of War, the generals com 
manding the Army, and the most eminent authorities in 
military science in this country have urged the adoption of 
the battalion formation, and our most progressive and best- 
informed officers believe that the organization of our small 
Army should embody this universally approved result of 
modern military thought. 

Four companies are as large a body”as it is now possible 
for oné officer to lead and control in action. Formerly, and 
down to a recent date, the colonel could see and direct the 
movements of all the men of his regiment who marched and 
fought in double rank with touch of elbows. Under such 
conditions a regiment of 1,000 men occupied a front on the 
battle line no greater than would now be covered by a 
small battalion of one-third that number. A few years age 
small-arms tire was ineffective at distances greater than 600 
or 800 yards, while now it will be deadly at ranges of 2,000 
yards, or at even greater distances. In modern warfare the 
men will act in small groups or singly, and the advance will 
be made in successive lines in open order. Perfect organiza- 
tion and perfect control by the commander of each unit will 
he absolutely essential to efficiency and snecess in the field. 

The National Guard of several of the States, more pre 
xressive than the General Government, already has the bat- 
talion organization, and our own Army is being instructed as 
thoroughly as our defective system will permit, battalions of 
from two to five companies being improvised in the different 
garrisons. 

By restoring to the military establishment the strength 
allowed up to 1874, and providing for the battalion forma 
tion, with a few minor changes, the distribution of officers 
and men would be about as follows: 
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The battalion of engineers would remain as with 4 
companies of 500 men, 
urms, and a sufficient number remaining for the 
corps, non-commissioned staff, ordnance detachment, 
scouts and other unattached men, to make a total of 30,000. 
When deductions are made for the sick, absentees, ete., the 
effective strength of the Army would be about 25,000  sol- 
diers and 40 field guns. 

The formation desired admits of rapid and great expansion 
to meet the exigencies of actual warfare, and is especially 
adaptable to the small foree constituting the peace-establish 
ment of the United States. Twelve years ago, before retir- 
ing from command, General Sherman pointed out the great 
advantage of the formation in enabling us to put a large and 
effective force in the field upon short notice, by merely en

listing a sufficient number of additional private soldiers, the 
officers and organization being always ready for this ex 


pansion. 

The promotion of 80 lieutenants to regimental adjutants 
and quartermasters is without expense save as to the cav 
alry regiments, and this amounts to but $5,6U0 per annum. 

In order that promotions in the different arms of the ser- 
vice may in the future be more nearly equal than in the 
past, and that a surplus of lieutenants of artillery, not re 
quired in the new organization, may be absorbed, it is pro 
posed that a ccusiderable number of those lieutenants should, 
upon their own application, be transferred to the infantry 
in present order of relative rank. 

Resolving the effect of these changes into money, it ap- 
pears that for pay, rations, and clothing of the increased 
number of enlisted men proposed an increase of $1,200,000 in 
annual appropriations will be required. Retrenchment in the 
administrative branches of the War Department has reduced 
expenditures for the current fiscal year by upward of half a 
million dollars compared with last year, and the estimates 
contemplate further retrenchment for the coming fiscal year. 
These economies in the administration of the War Depart 
ment may properly be turned to the benefit of the Army, and 
so regarded, the proposed increase in numbers and the higher 
efficiency in organization of the enlisted men may be obtained 
at an increase of only about $700,000 over sums hitherto ap- 
propriated annually to the War Department. 

The proposition outlined contemplates an increase in the 
number of line officers, involving an increase for salaries of 
about $200,000, This increase of expenditures should be met 
and more than overcome by reductions in the expenditures 
for the staff. 

The officers of the Army are now distributed by law to the 
staff and line of the Army as follows:

Ordinary business pradence suggests a consolidation of the 
Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, and Pay Departments into a 
bureau of supply. to perform —— ‘duties connected with 
the furnishing of sundry articles of equipment now imposed 
on the Chief of Ordnance. The only reason for their con- 
tinuance is the fact of their existence in the past. Their 
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maintenance as separate departments adds largely to the 
number of officers on staff duty, and involves an expense not 
justified by the service required. 

The simple statement that it cost the government last year 
the equivalent of a commission of 12 per cent. to buy pro- 
visions for the Army, with attendant expenses, exposes the 
defect of the present system of supply. The disbursements 
on account of such purchases were $2,168,165, and the ex- 
penses $258,026, not including $41,929.40, the salaries of re- 
tired commissaries and commissary sergeants. 

The expense attending the paying of the Army was $269,- 
739.17, the amount of money disbursed by Paymasters being 
$12,054,152.54, or about 244 per cent., requiring the services 
of 31 officers, whose lowest rank is that of Major. Already a 
number of posts are paid by check, and with the mail, ex- 
press and banking facilities of the present day, and the 
proximity of troops to towns and cities, this plan could well 
be extended to cover the entire service, the actual distribu- 
tion of the funds being devolved on the commandants of gar- 
risons and their subordinates. 

The transfer of the duties of these two establishments to 
the Quartermaster-General would simplify business and effect 
a marked saving in expense, while the organization of that 
department would require little increase. If the expediency 
of this proposition is doubted by Congress, then I earnestly 
urge the reduction of these departments by the early enact- 
ment of legislation suspending further appointments to the 
Subsistence and Pay Corps until the number now fixed by 
law is considerably reduced. 

The decrease in the number of posts—a reduction that must 
be still further extended—aiready renders unnecessary anil 
redundant a number of officers in both of these departments. 
This proposition, together with possible reductions in other 
staff Gepartments, would go far toward meeting the increased 
expense for strengthening the efficiency of the line. How- 
ever contrary to the traditions of the Army these suggestions 
may be, they are in accord with the progressive methods of 
the present day, and it is believed their adoption would work 
marked benefit to the service. 

THE WORK OF THE YEAR. 

The Secretary gives a summary of the operations of 
the Army in its various departments, which is in sub- 
stance a repetition of the statements contained in the De- 
partment reports already published. Indian warfare is 
virtually at an end. While there have been no infrac- 
tions of neutrality on the Rio Grande frontier, the 
presence of a regular force there for some time to come is 
clearly prescribed by the conditions of civilization in 
that region. “The movement of troops necessitated by the 
recent industrial disturbances was tle largest which has 
taken place since the close of the war. The difficult and 
extraordinary tasks imposed upon the officers and men 
of the Army were discharged promptly, firmly and ju- 
diciously, in a manner which attested to the courage, 
intelligence and loyalty of those called into active duty, 
and the thorough éfliciency of every branch of the Ser- 
vice The militia of the States wherever employed also 
proved generally to be composed of qualified and reliable 
soldiers.” 

Increased efliciency and a decrease in expense have re- 
sulted from the policy of concentration, and has consid- 
erably augmented the extent of territory over which pro- 
tection can be promptly and effectually afforded. “Be 
sides materially adding to the comfort of enlisted men, 
concentration gives officers the opportunity to become 
familiar with the manoeuvres of larger bodies in bat- 
talion and regimental formation. Improvement in the 
morale, discipline, and education of the Army has been 
no inconsiderable additional benefit. 

“It is respectfully urged that the establishment of new 
military posts by Congress in response to the appeals of 
local interests shorld not be favored at the expense of 
the general welfare. 

“The abolition of the three recruiting depots and 
changes in the method of recruiting have already re- 
sulted in adding 1,500 men, equivalent to two regiments, 
to the effective strength at the military posts, and di- 
rptly and indirectly will reduce expenditures about 
$250,000 annually. 

“Post or regimental recruiting, which involves no 
charge against appropriations, will be extended and en- 
couraged, and further reductions in the general recruit- 
ing service can undoubtedly be made. 

“The present method places the recruit almost imme- 
diately in the command with which he is to serve. He 
is trained, virtually from the beginning, by his com- 
pany officers and becomes qualified for his duties much 
sooner than under the former system. 

“The conversion of the three recruiting depots into gar- 
risoned posts, for which they were well adapted, has 
also saved ¢he cost of constructing expensive quar- 
ters at other points. The reports of the inspecting offi- 
cers bear evidence to improvement in discipline and the 
exercise of care-and prudence in administration through- 
out the Service. 

“The establishment of type disappearing gun carriages 
for 8-inch and 10-inch guns, invented by officers of the 
Ordnance Corps, and believed to be unequalled for ra- 
pidity and simplicity of action by any carriage else- 
where in use, is a notable achievement of the year. 
This problem solved, the armament of our harbors may 
now be prosecuted as rapidly as means are available.” 

Of the gun carriage, which is the combired invention 
of Colonel Buffington and Captain Crozier, of the Ord- 
nance Department, the Secretary says: “It reflects credit 
on the inventive skill of American officers and is a satis- 
factory solution of one of the most difficult problems 
which had confronted military science. I concur in the 
recommendation that liberal appropriations be made for 
the manufacture of these carriages for service, so that 
expenditures for guns of this caliber and emplacements 
prepared for them may speedily be utilized. 

“Tests of the 10-inch modified Gordon disappearing 
carriage show that it is capable of very rapid fire, and 
it can be traversed through 360 degrees in less than 
three minutes by four men, and the Board expresses its 
faith in the ultimate success of this system for positions 
requiring unusual cover and all-round fire. A mortar 
carriage, invented by Captain Gordon, of the Ordnance 
Department, awaits final test at Sandy Hook, and prom- 
ises to prove more economical than the present type. 
The manufacture of mortar carriages can proceed at any 
rate determined by the appropriations.” 

The system of retained pay has proved a failure. 

Seven regiments have been supplied with the new .30-cal- 
ber magazine rifle, and it is expected that the infantry wil) 
he completely equipped with this weapon by the first of May 

The special instruction afforded to officers of the Army at 
the four military schools approaches more nearly in scope 
and thoroughness the education which large standing armies 
permit abroad, and, in the opinion of the Major-General 
Commanding the Army, the military service is securing 
through these schools a corps of officers generally superior in 
education to that of any other Army in the world. 

It is desirable that fuller use than at present be Made of 
the facilities for the education which the Military Academy 
affords. To this end it is recommended that the President be 
authorized to appoint annually 10 cadets at large. With the 
xrowth of our system of coast defense and the expansion of 
the field of military instruction by officers of the Army, a 
further increase in the near future to the full working capa- 
city of the Academy at West Point will doubtless prove ad- 
visable. 

The ficures point to a wholesome zrowth of public inter 
est In military training and an appreciation of its advantages. 
T renew the recommendation made last year that the oppor- 
tunities for military instruction by officers of the Army, now 
open to colleges, be extended to the high schools of our large 
cities and to normal schools. The number of officers detailed 
for this special purpose increase annually, but I concur in the 


opinion of the Major-General Commanding the Army: No 
better employment can be given to the officers of the regular 
Army in time of peace than in this wide dissemination of 
elementary military education.”’ 

THE MILITIA—LEAVENWORTH PRISON, 

Army officers on duty with the National Guard of the 
States, of whom 27 were regularly assigned to State head- 
quarters, concur in reporting steady improvement in the 
training and efficiency of the militia. The fact that State 
camps of instruction, in which 40 additional Army officers 
participated, were held by 33 States is proof that State muli- 
tary establishments are on a better footing now than ever 
betore in time of peace. In several instances Army de- 
tachments took part in State camps, and the profit to the 
Army in acquaintance with the soldierly quaitities of the 
militia and to the militia in observation of the attention of 
the regulars to details, which is necessary to the perfect 
soldier, is both a present benefit and an investment for the 
future from which we should reap returns in any emergency 
calling for the co-operation of the two forces. At the cur- 
rent rate of progress, within a few years some of our prin- 
cipal seaports will be strongly fortified with modern artillery. 
The numbers of the Army, except in time of war, will not 
permit full garrisons for the points to be fortified, requiring, 
it is estimated, nearly 90,000 men. The instruction of por- 
tions of the militia of the seaboard States in the use of 
modern heavy ordnance is thus a necessary part of our gen- 
eral projects of military education and coast defense, to 
which attention is now invited, as the time is not remote 
when plans for that instruction must be devised by the Fed- 
eral and State military authorities. More liberal provisions 
of law for arming the State troops will be an economical in- 
vestment. Changes in the laws to permit arming the militia 
with improved weapons and the improvement of its equip- 
ment and to promote closer relations between Federal and 
State troops, have a claim upon the favorable consideration 
of Congress. 

The transfer of the military prison at Fort Leavenworth 
to the United States civil authorities is recommended. What- 
ever may have been the necessities when the prison was es- 
tablished, large posts in every military department are now 
well adapted to the confinement of offenders against military 
law. By detaining them at such posts within the department 
in which offenses are committed an annual saving of $15,000 
in transportation alone is practicable, while their labor could 
be turned to much useful and necessary work, relieving the 
soldier from distasteful and irksome tasks tending to discon- 
tent and desertion. ' 

I beg to suggest that the President be authorized to appoint 
a permanent commission, selected from the citizens of the 
country, and composed of those best qualified to pass upon 
the matters of art involved, to whom shall be intrusted the 
duty of the selection of designs and sites for future monu- 
ments at the capital. The present system of many com- 
missions does not always produce the best artistic results. 


REPORT OF 'THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

Secretary Herbert, of the Navy, is a strong champion 
fur the reorganization of the personnel of the Navy, and 
his remarks on this subject in his annual report are very 
much to the point. He says: 

“Again I feel it my duty to call your attention to the 
great and pressing need for Congressioval action in ref- 
erence to the personnel of the line of the Navy. ‘The 
evils presented in my last report are even greater to-day 
than then, and will increase until the situation becomes 
so serious that only the most stringent, far-reaching and 
harsh measures will suffice to remove them. The joint 
commission from the Committees on Naval Affairs of 
both Houses, referred to in my last report, had the en- 
tire subject of the personnel under consideration during 
the greater part of the first session of this Congress, dur- 
ing which plans were presented by myseif and officers of 
the various corps of the Navy looking to a thorough re- 
organization. It is hoped that the labors of this com- 
mission will be completed in time to enable them to 
make a report to both Houses at the beginning of the 
coming session, and 1 cannot too strongly urge that the 
matter be taken up and settled before the conditions 
become so serious as to practically menace the efliciency 
of the Naval service.” 

We are informed that the total number of vessels now 
authorized for the Navy is 228; of these nearly 19 per 
cent. are battleships. Hence the generally-recognized 
policy of having two cruisers to each battleship has been 
earried out. F 

Secretary Herbert calls attention to the fact that of 17 
countries he enumerates, the smallest number of torpedo 
boats possessed by any of them is 22, while the United 
States, with more sea coast and more ports than any 
one of these nations, has provided for only six of this 
class of vessels, three of which are now to be built. The 
Government will soon issue proposals for these vessels, 
but it was desirous first to see what the Eriesson could 
do. It is expected that. the lowa will be ready during 
the latter part of 1896, the Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Oregon during the coming year. The Maine and Texas 
ure practically ready. The armored cruiser Brooklyn 
will probably be ready early in 1896. The Olympia is 
ready. A very comprehensive table is given, showing the 
progress made in the development of the new Navy. 

Under the provisions of the act providing for the fur- 
nishing of vessels of war to State governments for the 
use of the Naval Militia, the Department has lately been 
requested to loan the old Constitution for such purpose. 
The Department urges that Congress put this ship in such 
a condition as to preserve her indefinitely. “Should such 
un act be passed, the old ship might then be brought to 
Washington, and kept at the Navy Yard as an object of 
interest to the many thousands of patriotic Americans 
annually visiting the Capitol of the nation.” The changes 
made in the ships of the Detroit class and also in the 
Machias and Castine have rendered the stability of 
those vessels satisfactory. 

For the first time, perhaps, this year, the fact of ex- 
cessive woodwork on the U. vessels has been brought 
forward and to the Secretary’s notice. He says on this 
interesting subject: 

“When our new Navy began to be constructed designers 
believed that it was necessary to use woodwork exten- 
sively upon the insides of vessels to prevent the accumu- 
lation of moisture, and thus to promote the health of 
oflicers and crew; but as far back as February, 1592, 
attention was attracted to the objections to woodwork 
above enumerated, and also to the fact that the accumu 
lation of moisture was largely prevented by a proper 
use of cork paint. Since that date very much less wooden 
casing and moulding has been used in the construction of 
our new vessels, Under the belief, however, that the 
Department could and ought to go very much further in 
this direction, and desiring to avail myself of the ex- 
perience acquired with steel vessels in different climates, 
I addressed letters to many commanding officers and 
surgeons of ships, asking in detail their opinions as to 
the extent to which woodwork could be profitably left 
out of ships. The answers received favor, with greai 
unanimity, the leaving out of woodwork as far as prac 
ticable. The reports which have now come from the 
battle of the Yalu, to the effect that several ships, during 
that fight, were set on fire by exploding shells, have 
tended to confirm the opinion that naval vessels ought 
to carry as little combustible matter as possible. Pend- 
ing the vreparation of orders specifying detai's. IT have 
directed the suspension, in ships now being built, of all 
woodwork not absolutely necessary. 

“The Department does not dare to express a hope that 
even by the utmost care and vigilance it can entirely 





avoid changes of plans while ships are building. im- 
provements are being invented and suggested day after 
day, and some of these, no doubt, it will be desirable to 
adopt. Builders of vessels in the shipyards of England, 
France, Germany and Kussia all find themselves an- 
noyed by the delays and expenditures arising from 
Same of plan during the progress of coustructing naval 
vessels. 

“Our bureau system has justly provoked much criti- 
cism in the past. That it has advantages no one can 
deny. If the lines dividing duties could be always clearly 
laid down; if conflicts of authority could be avoided; if 
harmonious and prompt co-operation could always be 
secured and duplication of work prevented, it would be 
an admirable system, as the division of labor undoubtedly 
secures the benefits always resulting in business from spe- 
cializing work. But there has been in the past so much 
duplication of work by, and so many conflicts of, author- 
ity between bureaus, that Secretaries and naval boards 
have heretofore many times condemned the system in 
the strongest possible terms.” 

After reviewing the ideas of Secretaries Chandler, 
Whitney and Tracy in this matter, Secretary Herbert 
says of G. O. No. 433: “It is hoped that this order will 
accomplish, without the abolition of any bureau, the re- 
sults which have been secured by the orders of previous 
Secretaries in the matter of bringing the personnel and 
the supplies and accounts of the Navy, respectively, under 
a proper and efficient control.” 

As to a submarine torpedo boat, the Secretary says: 
“That such a boat, if successful, would be an important 
factor in naval warfare is self-evident, but after a careful 
study of results obtained at home and abroad, in conn ction 
with the almost insurmountable difficulry of definitely 
directing such a craft under water, | again referred the 
question to a board for an exhaustive examination. The 
report of this board, which was, in the main, favorable, 
is now receiving the careful consideration of the Depart- 
ment.” 

The general policy of naval construction abroad remains 
about the same, with a tendency to adhere to the longest 
Vessels, 

The Secretary renews his recommendation that the 
enlisted force be increased by 2,000. He is convinced 
that the number of vessels which must be kept in com- 
mission and ready for service is greater than the present 
enlisted force allowed the Navy will suffice to man. ‘The 
expense of maintaining the additional number of men 
asked for will be small in comparison with the results 
to be obtained and the value of public property of which 
they become the caretakers and defenders 

“Our new ships, too, will be of little value without 
officers and men trained in exercising them. Th‘s should 
not, however, be for a moment understood to mean that 
the vessels now building and those the Department is ask- 
ing for in this report ought all of them vo be kept con- 
stuntly in commission, Battleships and coast-defense ves- 
sels, as well as other ships, should be kept as nearly as 
mity be always ready for service. Armored ships, how- 
ever, and some of the larger cruisers, ke the Minneapolis 
and the Columbia, it would be desirable to keep cruising 
in our owl waters for not less than one year out of three. 
When not cruising they might be la'd up in fresh water 
under caretakers, who would maintain them in condition. 
Experience is demonstrating that long cruises by our 
largest vessels are expensive, and there is no question but 
that smaller vessels better subserve all the purposes of 
cruising in foreign waters for the protection of Amencan 
interests in time of peace.” 

The Naval War College, if its object is to establish a 

post-graduate course for the prosecution of higher educa- 
tion in the sciences, the Secretary believes, should be 
located at Annapolis, and should use the plant oa which 
the Naval Academy is founded. “Its proper purpose, 
however, is the study of strategy and tactics, the solu- 
tion of war problems as affected by modern naval appli- 
ances, questions which can only be taken up with ad- 
vantage by officers of more or less experience. My care- 
ful examination of this whole question greatly impressed 
me with the importance of at once establishing the in- 
stitution upon a firm and substantial basis, and at the 
same time marking out and limiting within proper bounds 
its scope and general purposes.” 
, Interest in the Nava) Militia continues unabated, and it 
is apparent to the Department that its efliciency has ma- 
terially increased within the past year. During this 
period organizations have been perfected in Michigan and 
Connecticut, and the formation of others has been au- 
thorized by the legislatures of Vermont, New Jersey. 
Virginia and Georgia. The total numbers of officers and 
men in organized battalions of eleven states is 2.549. 

The Secretary suggests that since it frequently occurs 
by the exigencies of the service that active officers are not 
convenient for assignment as instructors to schools and 
colleges, retired officers be assigned to that duty in such 

The authority to appoint Army retired officers to 
such service is vested in the Secretary of War, and it 
svems that it would be just and proper to make a like 
provision for the Secretary of the Navy. 

In regard to the proposed transfer of the Coast Survey 

“the Naval Committee of the House of Representatives 
has now under consideration the subject of the transfer of 
the work of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, partly to 
the Hydrographic Office of the Navy Department and the 
remainder to the Geological Survey under the Interior 
Department. After a careful personal investigation of 
-this subject, begun years ago, I am convinced that the 
coast survey work proper now remaining to be done 
along our coasts can be carried on quite as efficiently and 
much more economically by the Navy Department than 
under the Coast and Geodetic Survey.” 

Che estimates for the coming fiscal year exceed the total 
appropriations for the naval service made by the last ses 
sion of Congress by $5,495,193.68. These will be the cost 
of the large annual amounts secured for the building up 
of the new Navy, so far as the same has been authorized. 
“Without considering the effect of the cessation of this 
work on industrial conditions, and disclaiming all obliga- 
tion of the government to engage in publie works for the 
sule purpose of giving employment to any class, however 
deserving, I respectfully urge that from the standpoint 
of national defense it will be unwise to stup entirely the 
work of naval ship-building; that wisdom and experience 
demand that the present well organized, highly trained. 
and exceedingly efficient body of mechanics and sk'l'ed 
laborers engaged in the work of naval shipbuilding shal! 
not, at least be entirely disbanded. With the stoppage of 
this work many large plants now at work for the Navy 
will have to shut down either completely or in part, and 
their corps of skilled workmen employed in the various 
phases of naval construction and development be dis- 
charged and seattered, while the plant and machinery 
for the production of vessels of war must of necessity be- 
come idle and he allowed to deteriorate.” 

Secretary Herbert, after going over the need of more 
vessels for the Navy, as stated in hia last report, ‘says, in 
conclusion: “IT beg to recommend that Congress be 
asked to authorize the construction of three battleships 
of about 10,000 tons displacement each. to cost. exclu- 
sive of armament, not exceeding $4.000.000 each, and 
12 terpedo boats of from 100 to 300 tons each, at the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Navy, to cost not ex- 
ceeding an average of $170,000,”

General of the Department is pubtished for the information 
and instruction of officers and soidiers in this command: 

“Although on the outlook for omissions in this particutar I 
did not within the post mits observe a failure on the part of 
any entisted man to pay the prescribed compliments to officers. 
Sut while crossing the Mississippi Kiver Bridge, near the 
post, two soldiers passed me without saluting, though they 
plainly saw me and though I was dressed in uniform; and a 
regimental non-commissioned staff officer spent an hour in the 
presence of the inspector and quariermaster w:th his b:ouse 
unbuttoned. During the dri:ls and on official occasions, officers 
as a rule saluted the!r superiors. In some cases, however, 
the saiute was slighted, the hand being brought up onty half 
way to the c visor, and might better have been wholly 
omitted. Laxiry among the younger officers in svuting arises 
generally out of the fact that the oder or superior officers over- 
look sights of this kind, deeming them personal rather than 
official; whereas they are in fact shirking an important, if 
disagreeable duty in failing to exact the ful! measure of the 
respect that is due them from their juniors. This remark is 
made as the result of my observations at all the posts in the 
Department.”’ he 

With a command that has shown itself so well disciplined 
and drilled as have the garrisons of the various posts in this 
Department during the recent labor troubles, the Commanding 
General of the Depar:ment fee's assured that it is omy nec- 
essary to call attention to the above indicated defects to have 
them permanently remedied. , = 
There is no better superficial indication of the so‘dierly 
training of a command than the attention paid by officers and 
men, either off or on duty, to the prescribed compliments and 
courtesies. Ee é 
An officer travelling In Europe is invariably {mpressed hy 
these nratters, and it is a fact that in the armies which by 
their prowess in war, and their general reputation in peace, 
are the best in the world, the officers and soldiers ure 
scrupulously attentive to observances of military courtesy. 
In Germany the soldier or subattern halts and fices his su- 
perlor and standing attention salutes, even though in the 
street of a city. In Italy the same strictness with referen e

1, 1c), that “Whether the nresence of nitro-elrcerine 
in reasonable enantity in a powder be obiec'tonable is s'il 
vn open auestion.” Tn the Army and Navy Journal, of 
New York. of Oct. 6 1894, we read that the Ordnance 
Department of the Navy has determ'ned not to adont a 
nitro-glvcerine smokeless powder for use in the Navy. 
notwithstending the good results shown by the Leonard 
powder. We admit that the two statements above quoted 
emanate from different Depirtments, but it sceems 
hardly likely that on such an important question aa this 
there w'll be anything short of complete unanimity bhe- 
tween the two services of the United States. The fact 
that ‘the Navy chose a different bore of ritle from that 
previously chosen by the Army, is only a sien that the 
necess'ties of the two eases were considered different. 
The chances that the requirements of the Army and Navy 
in the direction of smokeless powder. to say nothing of 
the nossible inconveniences of two service exnliosives for 
idertieal purnoses, are likely to differ very widely, seems 
unlikely. and we may, therefore. look forward, without 
many chances against our view of the ense being the cor- 
rect one, to placing the Whited States in the category of 
nations who have examined nitro-glycerine powders and 
found them wanting.”

ORPNANCE NOTES. 


Captain Sampson, Chief of “the Naval Bureau of One 
nance, in his paper, recently read before the 
ciety of Naval Architects and Marine Eng-neers, A. 
that the greatest objection to the face-hardening or Har- 
vey process, and one which seems likely to be overcome in 
the near future, is the expense. The thickest piates are 
exposed to high temperatures for weeks at a time, and 
the charges for repairs, fuel, and labor are very great. 
It seems possible, however, that the means may yet be 
determined for shortening this stage of the process end 
reducing somewhat the temperature required for cementa- 
tion. But the repeated enacting can hardly be dispenscd 
with. He gives an interesting table showing the number, 
curvature, and thickness of the Harveyel plates now 
manufactured for our Navy. Farther on he says: “It 
was but recently that foreign compliments were showered 
upon our projectile makers, who were declared to lead the 
world in certain respects. It may be positively naserted 
that there is no reason to believe they have suddenly lost 
that position. Tt has been reported] that the Rus- 
sians so easily overcame Harvered armor with. their 
special shelJs that they decided against it in favor of tem- 
pered homogeneous plates. They are yet to he heard 
from in this matter, however, and it ia hardly possible 
that they have followed a policy whica, if generally 
adopted at any time in the history of armor, would have 
effectually stopned its progress. 

“The theory has been advanced, however, that with the 
improvement of projectiles—not necessariivy er pned, as 
that fenture can hardly he regarded as practienWle and 
servicenhle—the Harveyed plate will lose its neenlar ad- 
vantage now due to its smashing the projectile, and will 
become renlly less resisting than a homogencons plate of 
eousl thickness on account of the softer body and back 
of the Harveyed plate. This areument is fallacious: the 
principle of a non-homogeneous hardened face, combined 
with a decrementally toughened body and hack, is eor- 
rect. The homogeneons plate, as compared with the non- 
hamogeneous, must always he perforated in detail. 
Whatever conclusion is reached. the fact remains that 
Hoarveving, in its present state, has increased the resist- 
ance of armor fully 35 ner cent. and nerheps 50 per 
cent., according to the thickness of the plate.”

A 17-nch Harvevized plate, representing 388 tons of 
srmor for the hattleshin Oregon. will reach the Indian 
Head proving grovnds next week. and will immediately 
he pieced in position for test. It is expected that the 
test will take nlace within the next ten davs. The grovp 
which the nlote represents has heen mannfoctrred by the 
Carnegte works. It is the intention of the Department 
to attach it to an onk backire with redial holts, and ob- 
tnin'ne a position more nearly resembling that of armor 
against a ship’s side than has ever heen had before. 

A report hos inet heen received by the Naval Ordnance 
Ruresn on the test of a new hich explosive called nanel- 
lita, The results given hy it were not at all satisfactory. 
Three rornds were fired with it, enclosed In a three 
pounder Driges-Schroeder «hell. The first shell. fired 
against an old armor plate. detonated on striking, 
but did no damage. The second shot. fired into an oak 
backing, did not exnlode, and in the third round, althongh 
a detonator was added to the charge of nanellite. no ex- 
plosion followed ita impact into the oak backing. Bv 
means of an electric primer, a charge enclosed in a ehell 
was exploded, but no damage resulted. 

Brigader-General Flacler will award tn a few days 
a eontract for the enortsnetion of ten disappearing gun 
carriages of the Brffineton-Crozier type. An investication 
ia now heing made into the plants of severai or the 
hidders for the purpose of ascertaining whether or not 
they ern do the work if the contract 18 tet to them. 
After the reports contain'ng this information: have been 
received the contrects will he awarded, The carriages 
are the joint invention of Colonel Buffington and Cap‘a'n 
Crozier, both of the Ordnance Department. Colonel Buf- 
fington some time ago drew plans for a d'sappearing car- 
riage, auch as could be used in coast fortifications, Col- 
ovel Ruffineton was compelled to abandon this work, 
Captain Crozier then took the sketches un and perfected 
them, and the carriage is now the best which has under- 
gone test. It ia simple in construction. Loading and fir- 
ing are aeeomplished by hand with ease, certainly and 
great rapidity, and these operations simulate closely those 
required with the barbette carriages alreaty adopted by 
the War TPepartment. Hydraulic nower operates the 
carriage. Ten rounds in less than fifteen minutes have 
been secured with this carriage. 

The old battle of projectile and Harveyized armor is 
he'ng renewed with greater force at the present time. 
The development of the projectile is a matter of present 
importance to the Naval Ordnance Department and it fs 
doing all in its nower to obtain a maximum efficiency. as 
it has done in the ease of armor plate.

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JAPAN AND CHINA. 


The war in the East has served the useful purpose 
of opening the eyes of Americans to the true state of 
affairs in China, and to the extent of the barbarous 
conservatism in that country. Since the Yalu and 
Ping Yang battles Japan has been engaged in gradually 
opening the way for a capture of Moukden and 
in’ closing in on her two chief objectives— 
first, Port Arthur, and second, Pekin. Port Arthur 
was captured on Wednesday evening, Nov. 21. The im- 
portance of this place, and the significance of its cap- 
ture have been pointed out in the Journal before and a 
general description of it given. It was the principal 
naval repair station of the Chinese, and here it was 
that the remainder of the Chinese fleet putin after the 
battle of the Yalu. It is believed that two of these 
vessels were in the port when it was captured, al- 
though this report is not confirmed. In the Journal of 
Sept. 15, we gave this description: “The Gulf of Pe- 
chihli is formed by two long capes, one coming down 
from the northeast and forming the ‘Regent’s Sword,’ 
or cape of Liaotung. The other runs up from the 
southwest and is the well-known Shantung promontory. 
The distance between is only about 70 miles, and is 
dotted with small islands. The whole formation is 
due to the rise of a mountain chain, the most easterly 
in China, and the islands are merely the tops of its sub- 
merged peaks. This peculiarity of structure has mili- 
tary important from the fact that it presents a moun- 
tainous and difficult country on both sides of the 
The islands and the straits are known to the 
Chinese as the Miao-tao. They have on the northern 
side near the extremity of the ‘Regent’s Sword,’ their 
strongly fortified naval station, Port Arthur, and on 
the other side in Shantung is Wei-Hai-Wei.” 

The greater part of the Chinese fleet are now at 
Wei-Hai-Wei. 

It has been pointed out that owing to the absence of 
railroads, Pekin is, by nature, the best defended great 
capital in the world, “its superiority,” quoting from 
the same article, “consisting of this line of islands 
lying in the narrow entrance to the gulf by which it 
must be approached. Within this barrier of 
islands are the large Gulf of Pechihli, and also Pekin, 
Tien-Tsin, the coal mines that sapply the Chinese navy, 
the one railway of China, and the army of the Viceroy 
Li, the best in China. In fact, the Chinese power and 
means of action are largely concentrated in and around 
this gulf. By the fortification of Port Arthur on the 
north and Wei-Hai-Wei on the south side of the 
straits a fleet assembled to defend the channels be 
tween the islands has a well-protected rendezvous on 
each flank.” Hence, it will be seen that the capture of 
Port Arthur is the most important step in the cam- 
paign against Pekin. 

Fort Arthur proper is a basin surrounded by high 
land and entered by a narrow channel, guarded by for- 
tifications, and thus is very strongly defended from 
seaward. But it is relatively weak on the land side, 
and the Japanese showed their customary shrewdness 
in making the attack from this direction. The Chinese 
made their first and great mistake in allowing Field 
Marshal Oyama to land his troops on the peninsula. 
This army’ was landed without molestation from land 
or sea. So far as the navy was concerned, the crews 
of those ships which were fit to be sent on such an ex 
pedition were too demoralized for efficient action. 
In any other country this would be deemed criminal 
negligence on the part of the Admiral commanding the 
station. The Chinese seemed to have no ideas of strat- 
egy whatever, and were willing to stay hemmed in 
their forts until they were driven out of them. The 
action was purely defensive on their part, but credit 
must be given them, for once, for a desperate resist- 
It must have been the courage of desperation. 
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It is said that during the action two of the Japanese 
torpedo boats made a dash and ran past the forts in 
the channel to the basin inside. The Japanese fleet 
was outside, waiting to engage any Chinese vessels 
that might be induced to leave, but none came; it is 
probable that the torpedo boats were sent in to divert 
the attention from the army, and if they succeeded in 
passing the forts, it was a most creditable perform- 
ance. and one of no inconsiderable daring, since the 
passage was strewn with torpedoes. 

The plan of the capture was to approach the land 
fortifications in two divisions, and as far as we know 
Field Marshal Oyama has carried it into effect. The 
roads were poor and the pioneers had to clear the way 
for the artillery. To add to the discomfort of the Jap- 
anese army, the villages had been stripped bare by the 
Chinese, and gave them no support. The correspond- 
ent of a London paper writes: “Skirmishing began 
on Nov. 17. Every fort had heavy artillery, which was 
used with effect. The large Krupp guns at Hokinsan 
apparently were served by skilled artillerymen and 
were especially destructive. On the evening of the 21st 
the Chinese still held 8 or 9 redoubts on the coast, 
and had 20 guns in working order. The Japanese biv- 
ouacked on the hills. Early on the morning of the 22d 
inst., they began storming the redoubts. They cap- 
tured Fort Loamu after a sharp, short fight. The 
other positions were captured in quick succession, 
without heavy losses to the Japanese. Eighty guns 
and an enormous quantity of rice were taken. It was 
wholly a land fight. The course of events was sig- 
naled to the Japanese fleet off the coast.” 

The Japanese navy evidently took no further share 
in the fight than to draw the attention of the enemy’s 
seaward batteries. We await with interest the tactical 
account of this battle. Some days before, all but 
10,000 men of this army, which had been left to invest 
Port Arthur, started on a march up the peninsula, their 
ultimate destination being Shan-hai-tuan, which may 
be seen on the map on the west coast of the gulf. 

Japan evidently does,not deem this as the end of the 
war, and has just sent out a third army with an un- 
known destination. The second army is approaching 
Moukden. which they apparently are in no hurry to 
capture. Moukden is a place of sentimental rather than 
strategical importance, and from the deliberation of 
this army it would seem as if some plan of co-opera- 
tion had been contemplated with the detachment from 
Port Arthur. 

The Chinese fleet is blockaded at Wei-Hai-Wei. This 
is the only convenient large naval station which re- 
mains to the Chinese government. It is, as has been 
said, at the end of the Shantung promontory, to the 
south of the gulf, and it is possible that the third 
army, just embarked, is destined for this southern pe- 
ninsula, with the reduction of Wei-Hai-Wei in view. 
If this is attained the Japanese will have complete 
control of the gulf, and the reduction of Pekin will be 
virtually accomplished, if the war is not ended before 
such operations can take place. 

As matters now stand, the prospects are so blue for 
China that it is understood she is willing to consent to 
any terms not compromising the integrity of her terri- 
tory, and that a special envoy has been sent to the 
Japanese capital to negotiate. This is quite probable. 
But it is also evident that Japan intends to strike a 
very hard blow while she is at it, and one which will 
destroy forever the old system of government in China, 
and put that nation on a modern and enlightened 
basis. This suggestion gains force from the reply 
which Japan has sent to our offer of mediation, for, 
although this has not been made public, a very shrewd 
guess can be hazarded as to its purport. In her at- 
tempt to China from a slumber of ages 
she is showing a very broad-minded and 
policy, and instead of being interfered with she should 
have the hearty sympathy and approval of the Euro- 
pean powers, as well as of the United States. There is 
no doubt but that she is spending her money and sac- 
rificing her troops chiefly for this purpose, and she has 
often reiterated the statement that her object is not 
territorial aggrandizement. 

If her object were territorial aggrandizement, which 
of the nations could cast the first stone? Certainly not 
England, which, like Japan, is an island kingdom, yet 
upon whose possessions the sun never sets. Not the 
United States, for if Japan possessed herself of Corea 
we can say nothing after Mexico. Neither is Russia in 
a position to object. And even if the vast territory 
of China were under the enlightened rule of Japan, the 
commercial and other benefits resulting to all nations 
would be much greater than by any other arrangement. 
The English press is crying loudly for peace, but even 
if John Bull were by nature a shrewd diplomatist, his 
motives here would be just as apparent and his situa- 
tion just as ridiculous. It is all very well for one to 
hold up one’s hands and cry out against bloodshed, but 
this war, with all its momentous interests, is compara- 
tively bloodless. From all accounts Japan lost but 
200 killed at the final attack on Port Arthur; and, 


arose 
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although the Chinese loss was greater, it is almost im- 
possible to shed tears over the death of the average 
Chinese soldier. Such as he is, he is better dead. 

The war has its ridiculous side. If a little Biblical 
twisting and transcribing may be allowed, we might 
say that though armies be as numerous as the sands of 
the sea and have not patriotism, they count for noth- 
ing. The Celestial troops generally wait until they can 
see the heads of their enemies over the parapets, and 
then retire with urbanity and grace, their curiosity 
having been satisfied, in spite of threats and maledic- 
tions and occasional beatings from foreign officers. 

Ex-Viceroy Li has taken a stand in this war which 
is hard to define. Under ordinary circumstances he 
would be called a traitor. But he has been a very con- 
sistent traitor, and he is certainly an enlightened 
traitor, which considerations make one wish to give 
him a better name, as he deserves. He may be an 
enemy of and a traitor to the reigning dynasty, but he 
has shown all along that he is no enemy of China, that 
he knows what is good for her, and that he realizes 
the truth of the proverb which tells us that desperate 
evils require desperate remedies. 

It is perhaps scarcely necessary to call the attention 
of our readers to the fact that the whole course of 
events during this contest between Japan and China 
thus far has been in strict accord with our prelim- 
inary suggestions as to the probable outcome of a 
contest between the two nations. Our predictions have 
been sound because they were based upon a large ex- 
perience with the Chinese, and a thorough knowledge 
of the peculiarities of the Chinese character and the 
political and military organization of the Celestial 
Empire. 


Mr. Julian Ralph,who is in China as the special corre- 
spondent of “Harper’s Weekly,” has an article in the 
“Weekly” for Dec. 1 on “American Helplessness.” 
It describes a situation with which all of our naval of- 
fleers are familiar and to which they have called at- 
tention again and again but without effect. Possibly 
now that a disinterested civilian sends home the same 
story it may receive more attention. “The war began 
in August, and I am writing this in the last half of Oc- 
tober, yet up to this time the only American warship 
that has been seen in Chinese .water is the old Missis- 
sippi ferryboat Monocacy—an ¢rk, a houseboat, or, to 
give it its utmost due, a river gunboat. In all Asia, we 
have only the Baltimore, the Concord, and the Petrel— 
a perfectly farcical showing as against the exhibitions 
of dignity and power made by the other great nations. 
To-day the situation is seandalous. One needs to be 
here to fully realize the extent of our national error in 
keeping our few warships at home, and in sending 
them to Europe, where the diplomats already appreci- 
ate our strength better than it is appreciated by our 
college professors, while in China, where we used to 
lead the world as traders, our strength has wasted to 
almost nothing with the failure of our government to 
make its greatness respected.” Since this was written 
the Baltimore, Concord, Petrel and Charleston have 
been added to our forces in Chinese waters, and 
the Detroit and Machias have been ordered there and 
are now on their way. But this does not weaken the 
force of what is said by Mr. Ralph. He gives an ac- 
count of a humiliating display of nervelessness on the 
part of our State Department, which surrendered to 
the Chinese, to be subjected to horrible tortures, two 
Japanese students who were accused of being spies. Of 
this action, as Mr. Ralph says: “It assures the Chinese 
oflicials that in case of war or trouble with us they 
can seize any and all Americans in China and do with 
them whatever they please. Our failure to arrange a 
tribunal for an inquiry into the guilt of those Japanese 
is a precedent upon which the Chinese will insist that 
we have no power to protect our citizens, and that if 
they offend Chinese law they must be tried by Chinese 
courts. This is not my definition of this precedent—it 
is the view that is held here by all of us. If this pub- 
lication result in the sending of some warships here to 
enable us to command the respect that is now denied 
us, I shall feel that nothing I have ever written in my 
life has been of such value to my country as this.” 

Comdr. C. H. Rockwell, U. 8S. N., contributes to 
“Harper’s Weekly” for Dec. 1, a vivid description of 
“A New England Thanksgiving Day Forty Years Ago.” 
Reinhart accompanies it with a two-page illustration of 
Puritan Thanksgiving sports in 1621. We fear that 
Commander Rockwell was not a saintly lad for he tells 
how a band of young conspirators, of which he was

Were these days better than 
those that followed,” he asks? “I thought so a few

ing, when poor Ned C——., one of the leaders in 
every boyish frolic, came tumbling off his horse at my 
feet, shot through the heart in the wild melee of a 
bloody battle, having made a record so brilliant in 
college and on many bloody fields that our eyes filled 
with tears when we received his last sigh, and we 
realized how great was the cost of saving the Union.” 


suc ¥Yeneral impression with reference to the mili- 
tary prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., seems to be 
that while much credit may be given to those who 
have been in charge, the objects of the prison 
have not been accomplished. It has failed to deter 
men frem desertion or other breaches of discipline 
through fear of its punishments; it has been a great 
cost annually to the United States; it has branded many 
a man as a convict who scarcely deserved a stigma 
which debars him after leaving prison from 
chance of employment. Finally, the worst characters 
have been thrown in contact with those comparatively 
innocent, and it is very doubtful as to any reformation 
effected in the character or afterlives of its convicts. 
It is believed an effort will be made by the Secretary of 
War for some change for the good of the service, and 
in line with the many reforms he has instituted. The 
prison board are General McCook, Colonels Corbin 
and Henry, and Major Davis, J. A. They are officers 
who have for years been identified with the line of 
the Army, and who know what is required, and they 
will doubtless forward acceptable recommendations to 
the Secretary of War for his approval. 


Senators and Representatives have not thus far ar- 
rived in Washington in any great numbers, but when 
Congress convenes on Monday next there will doubt- 
less be a quorum of both Houses present. The appro- 
priation committee of the House has already begun 
the preparation of some of the appropriation bills and 
several of them will be in shape to report before the 
holidays. The meeting of the joint commission on the 
personnel of the Navy, which had been promised be- 
fore the meeting of Congress, has not taken place. 
Representative Meyer, who has been one of the lead- 
ing spirits in the consideration of this subject, hopes to 
get the committee together next week and to have a 
bill reported to both houses before Christmas. It re- 
mains to be seen whether he is successful. Chair- 
man Outhwaite, of the Military Affairs Committee, 
will call a meeting of his committee early next week 
for the purpose of preparing the Army and Military 
Academy appropriation bills. These measures will be 
disposed of before any action is taken on the infantry 
and artillery reorganization measure. No decision has 
yet been reached regarding the successor of Chair- 
man Cummings on the House Naval Committee. 
Speaker Crisp has arrived in Washington and will 
doubtless name the new chairman by Monday next. 


Secretary Gresham has transferred from the State to 
the War. Department .the Revolutionary records re- 
ceived by him from the Secretary of War in March 
and April, 1888—being papers of the Quartermaster’s 
Department—together with 55 large quarto volumes of 
“Army Returns,” from the collected papers of Wash- 
ington, deposited in the Department of State under 
the acts of Congress of June 30, 1834, and March 3, 
1849. This action was taken in pursuance of a pro- 
vision in the Sundry Civil act, approved Aug. 18, 1894, 
directing “that all military records, such as muster 
and pay rolls, orders and reports, relating to the per- 
sonnel or the operations of the armies of the Revolu- 
tionary War or of the War of 1812, now in any of the 
Executive Departments, shall be transferred to the 
Secretary of War to be preserved, indexed and pre- 
pared for publication.” 


Now that Secretary Herbert has returned to Wash- 
ington he is expected to dispose immediately’of the 
question whether he shall revoke the contract of Mr. 
Gillies for the construction of the New York drydock. 
Civil Engineer M. T. Endicott has submitted his re- 
port on the work done to Commodore Matthews, Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and its contents 
confirm the statements made in the Journal last week. 
This report will be laid before the Secretary, and if 
that official’s decision depends upon it, there is no 
doubt that he will direct the revocation of Mr. Gillies’ 
contracts. It is also understood that Mr. Gillies has 
fortified himself with testimony, which he will present 
when he appears before the Secretary. 


Secretary Lamont objects to the purchase of foreign 
material when American goods can be bought, and 
emphasized his feelings in this respect by overruling 
a decision of the quartermaster at the West Point 
Military Academy. Advertisements were made some 
time ago by this officer for a road roller. The bids in 
reply were not satisfactory and he rejected them. He 
afterwards purchased, without advertisement, an Png- 
lish-made machine. A protest was immediately made 
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by the American bidders to Secretary Lamont and he 
ordered that the English machine be rejected and new 
advertisements be published. 





Thursday, of this week, Nov. 29, Thanksgiving Day 
was observed in the customary pleasant manner by 
the services wherever practicable, and the benevolent 
Uncle Sam saw to it that there was no lack of good 
cheer ashore and afloat. 








Assistant Secretary of War, Joseph B. Doe, left 
Washington on Wednesday last on a tour of inspection 
of the Eastern posts, similar to that he made through- 
out the West a couple of months ago, He will be 
yxone ten days. 


1st Lieut. Jas. O. Green, 25th Inf., has been des- 
ignated to act as instructor of military science and tac- 
tics at the University of Wisconsin. With the as- 
signment of Lieutenant Green to this duty, the last of 
the 100 college details at the disposal of the Secretary 
of Waris made. No further details will be made now 
for some time to come. 


Secretary Lamont has now under consideration the 
advisability of publishing a regulation providing for an 
age limit for persons applying for the position of post 
chaplain. The minimum is to be 24 and the maximum 
84 years. The applicants are also to undergo an ex- 
amination as to educational and physical qualifications. 
The Secretary’s attention has been called to the fact 
that many of the chaplains appointed into the service 
have had but a brief time to serve before reaching 
their 64th year. The retired list contains 18 chap- 
lains who have had no more than 10 years’ service in 
the Army. 


The Inspector-General’s Departmeat is much 
wrought up over the action of the Army Regulation 
Board changing some of the regulations regarding in- 
spections. One of these changes is understood to pro- 
vide that the Secretary shall designate officers to in- 
spect service schools, thus taking away from the 
Inspector-General’s office this duty. The Military 
Academy is grealty in favor of this change, as Is 
shown by the large number of communications on file 
at the War Department in relation to it. Secretary 
Lamont has also under consideration the preliminary 
report on revision of firing regulations for small 
arms. These regulations were necessary in conse- 
quence of the adoption of the new magazine rifle. 


Comptroller Fowler, of the Treasury, has before him 
for final adjudication the question as to the allow- 
ance to be made to War and Navy officers detailed to 
duty in connection with the Atlanta Exposition, which 
will occur next summer. It is understood that he will 
direct that only transportation be allowed. Officers. 
will have to bear all other Dineorseion themselves. 








Secretary Lamont is now considering the report of 
the board which revised the Army Regulations, and 
of the board which revised the Heavy Artillery Regu- 
lations. In the latter report, Major-General Schofield 
made a large number of changes. 


The record of the findings in the court martial case 
of Major Wham, Pay Department, have been received 
at the War Department. His sentence is understood 


to be light. 


Yeneral Flagler has directed a competitive test of 
the rapid-fire mechanism of the Driggs-Schroeder, 
Seabury and Gordon guns adapted to the Army field 


gun. 


At a recent meeting of the Michigan Social Science As- 
sociation, Col. J. Sumner Rogers, Superintendent of the 
Michigan Military Academy, read a paper advocating an 
increase of the Regular Army, according to the following 
acheme: Have in each Congressional District in the 
country a skeleton regimental officers’ organization, made 
up of Regular Army officers, retired officers and qualified 
graduates of military academies. These to meet at least 
onee a year for conference and instruction, and the names 
of all borne on the Army rolls. In caae of necessity for 
any material increase in the nation’s military force orders 
could be issued by the President directly to the command- 


ing officers of such skeleton organizations for the filling 
up of regiments to the required size. The officers would 
be thoroughly equipped for the‘r duties as the result of 
previons training and annual study, and an army of half 
a million men. if needed, could he put into the field at 
short notice. This is but an outline of Colonel Rogers’ 
plan, which seems worthy of consideration. 
It will be observed by an announcement which appears 
elsewhere that a brother of General Flagler, Chief of 
Ordnance, U. S. A., has been apnointed Chief of Ord- 
nance on the staff of Governor Morton, of New York. 
Do the Flaglers intend to establish an ordnance trust? 


Lieut. J. S. Mallory, Inspector of Small Arms Prac- 
tice, Dept. of Texas, makes the sensible suggestion that 
the issuing of certificates to sharpshooters and marksmen 
he discontinued, and very truly says: “Enlisted men, 
while highly prizing, as 2 rule, the insignia, seem to place 
little value on the certificates.”

Various Naval Items. 


Tae Secretary of the Navy has issued the quarteriy re. 
port of the target practice of ships in commission for the 
information of the Navy 

The Portsmouth has been ordered to sail to the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, and is thought to be unseaworthy. A 
survey will be held on her at once. 

A Bremerhaven firm has commenced a_ five-masted 
sailing ship of iron, which will be 365 feet long, 50 feet 
beam and 31% feet depth, her gross burden being 4,2s0 
tons. 

The Cologne “Gazette” publishes a despatch from Kiel, 
stating that the Brazilian government has ordered the 
coustruction of four cruisers, to be built in the Germania 
Dockyard, 

The record and findings in the court-martial case of 
Comdr. IF’. RK. Smith, retired, have been received at the 
Navy Department. it is said that the sentence is dis 
inissal, 

The Naval Inspection Board has submitted its fina! 
report to Secretary Herbert on Wednesday’s inspection 
of the Minneapolis. The report recommends preliminary 
ucceptance of the ship. 

The plot chart of the North Pacific for December has 
been issued by the Hydrographic Office and is of unusual 

value to mariners. It g.ves a complete list of life-saving 
stations from Mexico to Alaska, and also some va.uab.e 
information in regard to the use of oil in seaways. 

In the case of Commander Smith, U. 8. N., retired, for 
conduct involving oo of his pay accounts, E. H. 
Conard, of Round Hill, Va., testified that he had cashed 
au pay receipt amoulting to $98 for Commander Sum:th, 
and that it was subsequently pronounced to be worthless 
at the Washington Navy Pay Office. 

An Italian Naval Committee is stated to have examined 
and reported favorably upon a new type of ironclad of 
the first class. Signor Brin is the author of the plans of 
this new war vessel, which is said to be entirely differ 
eat from any existing type either in Italy or abroad: Its 
chief characteristics are very high speed, with the sub 
mersion of very nearly the whole of the body of the 
vessel, 

Secretary Herbert apparently disapproves of the se 
verily of the punishments ass:gued occasionaily by courts 
martial, A court, of which Captain Shepard was presi 
dent, recently sentenced a young apprentice to coutine 
ment for six months in single irons. The Secretary disap 
proved of the irons, and said that it was unnecessary 
and unusual for so long a term as six months. This is 
not the first time the Secretary has altered such findings. 

The Navy Department has received the log book of the 
cruiser Newark, kept during the cruise of the vessel 
from Rio to Capetown, where she was docked, and from 
that point to Walfish Bay. To obtain a speed of 12 
knots before docking it was necessary to burn 50 or 60 
tons a day, but after leaving Capteown the vessel eas:ly 
made this speed from 30 tons. At Capetown the boilers 
were retubed by the engineer force and a number of other 
repairs were made. 

Out of 35,341 ships which passed through the Suez Canal 
in 1895, 92 per cent. used the electric light, thereby sav 
ing nearly 11 hours in the transit, the time occupied in 
passing through being with the electric light 19 hours 52 
minutes, and without the light 31 hours 24 minutes. ‘The 
number of British vessels included in the above total was 
2,405, besides 39 men-of-war, and only 9 casualties were 
registered at the British Vice-Consulate at Suez of ves 
sels having grounded or collided. 


The Naval Bureau of Ordnance has decided to fit the 
Lancaster out with a battery consisting of the following 
guns: Ten 5-inch rapid fire; two breechloading rifles, 
which will be taken from the Chicago upon the return of 
that vessel; two G-pounders—one Hotchkiss and the other 
Driggs-Schroeder; two 1- -pounde rs—one Hotchkiss and the 
oth Driggs Schroeder; two 37-mm.; four hght Gatling 
guns, and two torpedo tubes—one of the Whitehead type 
and the other of the Howell type. 


The torpedo boat Ericsson met with another accident 
during her trial trip last week and returned to New 
London for repairs. The Navy Department granted her 
builders 10 days in which to make them, and will 
probably direct that they run her over the trial course 
so as to develop any further defects, if they exist. The 
Board of Inspection and Survey, which has been trying 
to run the vessel over the course, was ordered to re- 
turn to Washington. The vessels, which have been 
scattered along the trial course, were ordered to go to 
New York and New London. It is thought by Depart- 
ment ofticials that some of the accidents are due to the 
inexperience of members of the torpedo boat’s crew, and 
it may be that it will direct that experienced men be ob- 
tained before permitting another trial trip. 


Attorney-General Olney has been instructed by the 
Navy Department to take the necessary steps looking to 
the transfer to the Naval Observatory of four tracts 
of land, which were condemned by the board appointed 
for this purpose. Five tracts held by private parties 
were condemned by this board, and of these the owners 
of the two most important have accepted the board's 
appraisal, but the four smaller owners have contested. 
The Secretary has addressed a letter to the members of 
the board advising them that the Department had 
failed to make purchase of the four small holders, and 
requested the board to apply to the courts for a remedy. 
This land is being secured under the autliority of an act 
of Consens providing for a thousand-foot circle around 
the Naval Observatory. 


The investigations of Lieut. A. G. Berry, who went to 
Execution Rock with the tugs Narkeeta and Traffic, tend 
to confirm us in the opinion we expressed last week— 
that the Cincinnati struck a waterlogged coal barge. 
Sefore the board of investigation, Naval Constructor 
rank L. Fernald testified, from a purely technical point 
of view, that in his opinion the damage was caused by 
something floating, which gave way under the impact of 
the cruiser. Assistant Naval Constructor Frank W 
Hibbs testified, also from a technical po:nt of view, that 
in his opinion the Cincinnati must have struck a rock, as 
the obstruction did not give way under the impact of the 
collision. Lieut. Berry said he had carefully searched in 
the neighborhood of Execution Rock and found no w reck 
or rock near where the Cincinnati struck. He swept up 
to within 100 feet of the shore, where the soundings 
showed 22 feet of water, and from that point to a distance 
ef 500 or 600 feet from the shore, where he found 35 fee 
of water, but nothing that could have been struck by the 
cruiser. The lighthouse keeper who was on duty at the 
time of the trouble certified to the correctness of the 
Cincinnati's position as given by her officers. 

Speaking of the Kearsarge, Secretary Herbert, in his 
annual report, says: “It was peculiarly unfortunate that 
this old ship, historic in battle, shonld go down upon a 
well-known reef in a time of profound peace, when there 
was not even a cloud in the sky. The prompt punishment 
by sentence of a court marital of the officers responsib‘e 
does not repair the injury. There is still a feeling, aeep- 
seated, widespread, and fully shared by the Navy Depart- 
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ment, that Kearsarge is a hame that ought not to be 
permitted to die out of the Navy list. I respectfuily sug- 
sost that you recommend Congress to authorize the con- 
straction of a battleship to perpetuate this name. The 
Depertment, it is true, approves the policy heretofore 
adopted of naming our battleships for states—the pillars 
»f the Union; but the propriety of making an exception 
+» this rule in favor of the Kearsarge would, I believe, be 
yniversally recognized.” 

From the New York “Herald”: “But when the Depart- 
meut orders a Commodore to call himself a Rear Admiral 
and tells him to regard a solitary man-of-war as a squad- 
ron, the deception should be carried further in the interest 
of economy. Why not send a barge, fourteen men and a 
woxswain to Nice to fly an acting Rear Admiral’s flag 
and represent the United States ‘fleet’ of warships? It 
would serve every purpose that can be gained by wasting 
, fine ship like the San Francisco on that duty. Simi- 
larly. instead of making the Newark flagship of the 
South American station—duty for which she is specially 

ft, owing to her draft of water keeping her out of 
most all the harbors on that coast—why not follow 
the example of all other naval powers and leave to the 
«pior captain on the station all the arduous labors of a 
emmander-in-chief? Our Navy has suffered enough 
from keeping ships on detached duty, and these ridiculous 
xsgnments of fleet officers without fleets are alike 

<teful of money and injurious to the Navy’s efficiency. 
With a steady depletion of the Treasury, it is incompre- 
wostble that two large vessels should be allowed to burn 
hundreds of tons of coal and expend thousands of dol- 
jars daily for supplies and wages for no useful purpose. 
When Congress meets the Navy Department may get a 
hint on this subject by a refusal to increase the number of 
men allowed by law.

Mrs. Hart, widow of Brevet Lieut.-Col. Daniel Hart, 
tain 80th U. S. Inf., a gallant soldier during the war, 
1-35, died Nov. 18 at Washington, D. C. Captain 
Hart died in 1878.

The Rev, Alexander Shiras, a cousin of the late Gen. 
Alexander E. Shiras, U. S. A., died Nov. 20, at Clifton, 
Pa. During the war he served as chaplain at the Sat- 
terlee General Hospital, Philadelphia. 

Mrs. Lyon, wife of Pay Inspector George A. Lyon, U. 
S. N., died Nov. 18, at Watkins, N. Y. Mrs. Lyon, who 
leaves, with her husband, two sons, was a prominent 
leader in Washington society for several years. She was 
a sister of Gen. Strong Vincent, and also of Bishop Boyd 
Vincent, of the Southern Diocese of Ohio. 

Prof. James Main, 84 years old, who died Nov. 23, iu 
Washington, was at one time Professor of Mathematics 
in the Edinburgh University, and later was sent to Cape 
Town, Africa, to conduct important astronomical observa- 
tions. He came to the United States many years ago, 
an-l has been employed in the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
for years. He leaves two sons, one of whom is Chief 
Engineer Herschel Main, U. S. Navy. 

A correspondent, referring to the late Capt. J. P. 
Schindel, 6th Inf., an account of whose death we gave 
last week, writes: “In all his 33 years of service Captain 
Schindel has been distinguished by the zealous, faithful 
and able discharge of every duty entrusted to him For 
this his name has become a synonym in his regiment and 
in the Army. A devoted husband and father, a firm and 
unalterable friend, for over 27 years a conscientious and 
zealous Captain, beloved by his men because he worked 
for their improvement and welfare as sincerely as for 
their military efficiency, the influence of his example will 
be long felt by the organization in which the years of his 
youth and manhood have been spent.” 

Gen. Thaddeus Phelps Mott, who died Nov 23, at Tou- 
lon, France, was a son of the celebrated physician, Dr. 
Valentine Mott, of New York. As a youth he was fond 
of adventure and in 1848 went to Italy and served as a 
sub-lieutenant in the Italian army. After this his restiess 
spirit took him to sea and he shipped befure the mast on 
the clipper ship Hornet, for California. He was third 
mate of the clipper Hurricane in 1851, second mate of 
the ship St. Denis in 1852, mate of the Sr. Nicholas in 
1854. and returned to California in 1855. Then he went 
hack to soldiering and served in Mexico under Ignacio 
Comonport in 1856-7. When the Civil War broke out he 
was appointed Captain of the 3d New York Battery, 
known as “Mott’s Battery.” and in October, 1861, was 
appointed Captain of the 19th U. S. Infantry. He re- 
signed in January, 1863, and the following February was 
appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of the 14th New York 
Cavalry, promoted Colonel the following July. and was 
hovorably discharged in January, 1864. In 1867 he was 
nominated as Minister resident to Costa Rica, but civil 
duties were not to his taste and he declined the offer. 
In 1868 he went to Turkey and was appo'tnted Major- 
General and Ferik-Pasha in the Egyptian army, and was 
made a member of the grand “Conseil de Guerre.” He 
was made First Aide-de-Camp to the Khedive in 1870. 
Four years later, his contract with Egypt having expired, 
he refused to renew it, and in 1875 went to Turkey, where 
he remained during the Servian and Russo-Turkish War. 
He went to Paris in September, 1876, to consult a physi- 
cian on a chronic ailment. and in 1879 settled in Toulon, 
on account of his health. General Mott was named in 
1868 by the Sultan, Grand Officer of the Imperial Order 
of the Medijidieh. In 1872 he was made Grand Offcer of 
the Imperial Order of the Osmanleh, and in 1878 he was 
given the war medal of the “Croisant Rouge,” of which 
only 18 had been awarded, the Sultan himself being oue 
of the number. He was twice married. Both wives are 
dead, and two children survive, Valentine and Caroline.

Gen. Benjamin Flagler entered the military service of 
the United States in 1861 as Captain of Company A, 28th 
Regiment, N. Y. V., and served with his command until 
February, 1862, when he was detailed as A. A. A. G. of 
the Ist Brigade, Ist Division of the 5th Army Corps; 
afterwards served in the Department of the Shenandoah, 
and later in the 12th Army Corps. In June, 1862, he 
was severely wounded in action, and was discharged for 
disability on Oct. 18 following. He is a brother of Gen. 
Daniel W. Flagler, the present able Chief of Ordnance 
of the U. 8S. Army. 

General Edmund Hayes was born at Farmington, Me., 
1849, is_a civil engineer, making bridge-building a spe- 
cialty. In 1884 he was appointed Major of Engineers 
on the staff of the 4th Brigade, N. G., S. N. Y., and held 
that position continuously until last year, when he re- 
signed. General Hayes is a director in two of the larg- 
est banking institutions of Buffalo, of the Buffalo Musi- 
eal Association, the Merchants’ Exchange and the Buf- 
falo Club.

Co. A, 13th Regt., on Nov. 26 paraded 11% files for com- 
pany drill, which is a very poor showing. It would seem that 
anything over 12 files is a remarkable turnout for the com- 
panies in the 13th this season. The drill, outside of the poor 
attendance, was very good, a large part of the evening Leing 
devoted to giving commands by bugle, which, with few ex- 
ceptions, were promptly and properly executed, fours left 
and fours right being exceptionally good. On right into line 
Was aiso prompt.y executed, the fours keeping weil together, 
and arriving on the line in excellent shape. Left and right 
front into line were not so well execured. Tae rear fours sce ned 
to be in doubt as to whether the notes of the bugle were in 
the ascending or descending scale, which determines whether 
the movements are to the ryght or to the left. But Capt. Wis- 
well persevered, and finally succeeded in having each move- 
ment executed promptly. In wheeling about by fours, the 
men several times went astray, some wheeling - the right 
which 


about and some to the left about, some- 
what marred what would otherwise have been an_ ex- 
eellent drill. The march in line was also very 


good, the alignments being well kept (not a very hard thing 
to do with a front of only 12 files), All of the above move 
ments were executed in double time, and were, to say the 
least, excellent. The fours kept well together, and united in 
line very good. The manual of arms was executed on the 
mareh, and each movement was as near perfect as could be 
expected, the turnings ail that could be desired, except a 
little dragging of the feet by the men on the pivot flank, 
when shortening their step prior to the command forward, 
march. The members of this company seem to be in earnest, 
and to appreciate the instruction given them; their behavior 
in the ranks is bighly creditable, and if they continue to iu- 
prove in future as in the past, their Captain will have every 
reason to be well pleased. 

Co. B. of this regiment drilled on the same date, only 10 
tiles appearing at roll call (as was noted last week), a large 
part of the evening being devoted to the manual of arms by 
the members, and drilling in single rank. It seems there is 
urgent need of a regimental recruit squad. If it is necessary 
for company commanders to devote so much time to instruc- 
tion in 4he school of the soldier, to the negiect of company 
movements, it may here be noted that this company seemed 
to peed instruction in the manual, especially the loading and 
firing, for those movements were very poorly executed. The 
other parts of the manual were somewhat better, but far 
from what they should be. No reflection is intended to be 
cast on the Captain, for he took great pains to impress every 
detail on the minds of the men. But they were evidently 
anxious to get into the company movements, for later the 
drill, although in single rank, was fairly well; on right into 
line, very good, marching in line also good; company lefi from 
the march not so good, the leading files not halting prompt 
enough; company right from a halt was somewhat better, 
but some of the files on the marching flank straggled away too 
much; but the second time a great improvement was made; 
right front into line, very good; also left front into line, 
double time, very good. It is evident that with a better at- 
tendance both officers and men would have felt more encour- 
aged, and a much more creditable drill would have been the 
result. 

14th N. ¥.—Col. Michell. 

Co. E, 14th Regt., paraded 16 files for company drill on 
Nov. 27, and had a very interesting drill. The various move- 
ments, with some few exceptions, were well executed; the 
exceptions noted were in wheeling from column into line 
and from line into column, the fours quite often lost dis- 
tanee, and also some of the pivot men gained distance to 
the front, instead of standing fast, as a fixed pivot should. 
The commanding officer also gave the command “guide 
right” while marching in column of fours, which was wrong. 
The movement right by twos was very creditable, as were 
also right by file, and forming fours from column of files, 
except one or two men lost distance, which made the move- 
ment somewhat ragged. The platoon movements were few 
and fairly well executed; the manual in general very good, 
as far a8 promptness was concerned, but not good as far 
as the angle of the pieces; the oblique marching was ex- 
cellent, the fours maintaining their parallelism throughout, 
and when the command forward was given each man was 
in his proper place; left front into line was not so good, 
some of the rear fours, instead of obliquing to a point op- 


posite their place in line, described a large circle, which 
consequently took them longer to arrive on the line; the 


mareh in line was very good by the front rank, but very 
poor by the rear rank, the file closers did not seem to notice 
it, and not until the company halted was the rear rank prop- 
erly aligned. On right and on left into line, very good, as 
was also right and left forward, fours right or left, each 
four wheeling to the right, or left, on a fixed pivot, and 
changing direction on a movable pivot, the second four in 
each case especially good. This is evidently one of the good 
companies of the 14th, and deserves success. Co. 14th, 
also drilled on the same evening, with 20 files, under com- 
mand of 1st Lieutenant Howe, who is a bright officer and a 
thorough instructor, and who allows no error to pass unno- 
ticed, but who is a little too quick in giving some of his 
commands, notably in giving the command fours left about, 
He does not allow sufficient time to elapse between the pre- 
paratory. command and the command of execution for the 
rear ranks to close to facing distance, which consequently 
makes the movement hurried and tends to confuse the men. 


In executing right front into line, the leading four wheeled 
to the right instead of marching straight to the front, which, 
for the time, caused considerable confusion, but the next 
time the movement was | good. hile marching in 
column of files considerable distance was lost, which was 
manifested when the command by the right flank was given, 
which caused too great an interval between files. With these 
few exceptions all the movements were gone through with 
a precision that was extremely gratifying to the instructor 
and highly creditable to the company. 


71st N. Y.—Col. Greene. 

Co. C, Tist Kegt., paraded for drill on Friday evening, 
Nov. 23, three officers, five sergeants, and five squads, a 
creditable turnout for a company strength of 54. There 
were, however, several blanks in the rear rank. The line 
was formed promptly “‘by squads,” which took their places 
in line at formation of the company. Several men were 
excused shortly after formation. 

The company was noticeable for its néatness, the cloth- 
ing being well brushed, shoes clean, and brasses shining. 
Capt. Francis, after causing a few movements in close and 
extended order to be executed, turned the command over 
to Ist Lieutenant Clark, who put the company through a 
short drill in extended order, signals only used, and squads 
in charge of lance corporals. Response to signals was quick 
and intelligent, and squads kept well in hand. Right and 
left turn were then taken up, and were at first poorly exe- 
cuted, but great improvement was manifest after a few 
trials had been made and the principles of the turn ex- 
plained. Other movements in close order were fairly well 
executed. It was probably not the intention of Capt. Har- 
din, whose remarks regarding the wheeling of fours in col- 
umn into line seem to have been acted upon by the 71st, that 
the men should halt after wheeling and await the cau- 
tionary command of “company” or “guide.”” This company 
marches exceedingly well in line or column, but there is 
too much talking :in the ranks, and at “order arms” the 
common fault of letting the piece drop with a bang is com- 
mitted. Late in the evening Lieutenant Clark turned the 
command over to Lieutenant Heindsman, whose West Point 
training causes him to give commands in such rapid succes- 
sion that the company does not drill as well under him as 
under the ist Lieutenant. The extended order drill which 
concluded the evening’s drill, was, however, well executed.

Referring to the cost of maintaining the National Guard of 
California on duty during the labor troubles early in the 
present year, the “Pacific Militant’? says: “The number of 
enlisted men of the National Guard of California who served 
during the strike was 3,332, and the number of officers 303. 
The amount which the state owes these men foots up to $140,- 
835.57. Some of these men served through the entire strike 


from the night of the 3d of July until they were recalled. All 
bills for meals furnished, food furnished in camp, cooking 


utensils and merchandise, foot up $35,978.93. Between $10,- 
oO and $12,000 of this was paid for ceoking utensils, which 
the troops still have, and which will leave them better pre- 
pared for an occasion of the same kind should it ever oceur 
again. There is at present no fund out of which these claims 
ean be peid.

COMPETITIVE TEST OF 13-INCH COMMON SHELL. 
Lieut. N. E. Mason, U. S. N., Inspector of Ordnance’ in 
charge Of the Naval Proving Grounds, lndian Head, Md., 
Noy. 15, 1894, made a report to the Chief of the Naval Bureau 
of Ordnance of a competitive test of 13-inch common shell, 
wade in the presence of the representatives of the com- 
panies, Commencing Oct. 30, 1894. Gun used, 13-inch B. L. 
k. No. 1, mounted on hydraulic turret mount No. 1. For 
the first four rounds the Terror’s 7-inch nickel-steel side 
wmor plate A-489, Carnegie Steel Co., was attacked by 17 
pinch and 6-inch A. P. shell, but in good condition, having 
one or two short temper cracks between adjacent impacts. 
fhe plate used for the remaining impacts was the Terror’s 
jinch side armor plate A-531, representing Group 10, Car- 
negie Steel Company, already attacked by three 6-inch A. P. 
but in good condition and uncracked; distance, 377 
After each round the plates were moved so that the 
line of fire should be normal to the new impact, and the 
plates re-secured. Charges used, 175 pounds W. S8.-4, giving 
a striking velocity of 9.5 f.-s. and striking energy of 7,249 
feet-tons. 

Round 1—Wheeler-Sterling 13-inch forged steel common 
shell No. 1 struck plate 22 inches from top, 45 inches from left 
edge, 24 ins. from old 6-in. impact; penetrated plate, back- 
ing ind about 15 ft. of sand. Was recovered entire aud un- 
racked, but set up at and just in rear of bourrelet. A 
piece of plate about 2 ft. by 4% inches, weighing about one 
ion, “as broken off from upper left-hand corner of plate, 
id thrown 30 feet to the left and rear of target, up on the 
il. A through crack 22 ins, long extended from impact 
towards bottom of plate. Back bulge and fringe broken off. 
Edge of shot hole beveled. Plate dished at impact about 24 
ins.

Round 2—Midvale 13-inch forged steel common shell No.

ef butt. Was recovered entire and uncracked, with exact 
dimensions as before firing, with the exception of a very 
slight increase in diameter at bourrelei, and with extreme 
joint slightly flattened.

The point, weighing about 48 
lbs., penetrated plate and about S inches of backing, where 
it was found broken off. On prying out this point, it was 
found to be in seven principal pieces, having broken circum- 
ferentially 8 inches and 13 inches from the point, and then 
irregularly. The extreme point was in good condition, and 
about 8 inches long. Remaining portions of shell were re- 
covered in 42 principal pieces, the heaviest being one-third 
of body and one-half of base, 22 inches long, weighing 177 
lbs. The plate was badly wrecked, being thrown away from 
the backing, with the exception of the right-hand end piece, 
which was Still held in place by a couple of bolts. 

Round 8—The right hand portion of this plate, dimen- 
sion, 72 inches wide, 41 inches high on right side, 34 inches 
high on left side and 62 inches high at middle, with vertical 
crack in face 30 inches long in upper part of plate to left or 
middle line, was rebacked with 36-inch backing and secured 
by three armor bolts, and set up in front of the butt in the 
same manner as in previous rounds. 

Wheeler-Sterling 13-inch forged steel common shell No. -2 
struck plate in the center and completely demolished it, 
penetrating the plate, backing and 20 feet of sand, the point 
going through a 1%-inch steel side plate of the butt. The 
shell when recovered in the butt was entire but cracked 
circumferentially 9 inches from point, and this point, weigh- 
ing 73% Ibs., was knocked off while removing projectile from 
butt. A small triangular piece of surface about 3 inches on 
side and 4 ineh deep flaked off just below the fractures. 
This point evidently cracked in passing through plate, on ac- 
count of the pieces of burned and smoked wood found on the 
edges. Fragment of the plate was completely wrecked, and 
no photograph was taken of it.

J. H.—The Ordnance Manual is not for sale, so far as we 
are aware. Ask the acting ordnance officer at your post to 
loan you his copy occasionaily. 

S. R. U.—We cannot advocate any claim for an increase of 
pay for the post non-commissioned staff of the Army until 
the rights P the regimental non-commissioned staff in this 
regard have received attention. 

c. B. H.—By latest ruling the answer to you in the Jour- 
nal of Noy. 17 last is modified to read: “Eriisted meu, who 
have been discharged under G. O. 80, of ‘90, A. G. O., and 
who enlist again within three months after date of dis- 
charge, are entitled to $15 per month ($2 retained) for next 
nine months after re-enlistment, and to $16 per month ($3 
retained) during following twelve months, after which they 
are entitled to $2 per month for five years’ continuous ser- 
vice.”’ 

W. D.—We cannot advise you on the subject of your age, 
for to give a wrong age at enlistment is in the nature of a 
fraud. Better consult your captain, and as you seem to be 
a good soldier nearing expiration of term of service, he may 
be able to straighten the matter out. Doubtless you can en- 
list at your present post for another company of the regi- 
ment at some other post and be sent to it at Government 
expense. 

RAY.—Service in the Navy during the war counts double 
the same as it does in the Army. See the act of Congress 
approved Sept. 30, 1890. 

Q. M.—The War Department ruling that a second lieuten- 
ant cannot be appoiuted regimental quartermaster when 
there are two extra first lieutenants in a regiment, bas 
never, so far as we know, been officially promulgated in the 
Decision Circulars, but it is a ruling, nevertheless. 

S.—A soldier discharged by purchase is not entitled to 
travel allowances (see G. O. 17, A. G. O., 1893). 

CLUB asks what are the rank, if any, and duties of a Chief 
and Principal Musician, U. 8. Army?’ Answer.—Chief Musi- 


cian and Principal Musician are the designation of specific 
ranks in the Army. See l’ar. 8, Army Regulations, 188). 
Their duties are in connection with the band. See Army 


Kegs., Pars. 237 to 241, under the head of Regimental Bands; 
also the Drill Regulations. 

OLIO asks: I was discharged in March, 1893, under the 
Veteran Act, and was then drawng $3 per month for 10 
years’ continuous service. I again e listed December, 1893, 
being out nearly 10 months. Am I not entitled to the same 
pay as was drawn by me at date of discharge? You are 
entitled to re-enlistment pay only; not to continuous service 
pay. See Pars. 1499 and 1500, Army Regs.

It 
gives a good idea of the scope of the examinations.

Answer.—Presuming clothing allowance is meant, $53.84.

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The New York “Sun” spins a galley yaro about Capt. 
“Vighting Bob” Evans and Adm:ral Walker, which pre- 


senis in an amusiug way some current payal gossip. ‘Tne 
story is to the effect that during the excursion of Captain 
Evans to the D.smal Swamp with President Cleveland, 
oue evening on the quarterdeck the President and Gres- 
ham fell to discussing the Hawaiian situation and proba- 
ble trouble in the Bering Sea as a result of the arbitration 
proceedings, while, as this veracious narrator goes on tosay: 


“Capt. Bob sat by industriously saying nothing and saw- 
ing wood in a way fit to kiil—somebudy eise. From time to time 
Capt. Bob would disappear into the cabin, and from time to 
time there would appear before the President and the Secre- 
tary some delightful concoctions calculaced to improye their 
dispositions, uutil they became extremely genial. Still Capt.
